Sir: I have the honor to transmit herewith the usual report on 
infectious disease in Japan, and to call your attention to the cases oi 
cholera returned in this (Kanagawa) Ken. All of these have occurred 
in the city of Yokohama, the record from the outbreak being as follows : 
October 7, 1 case, 1 death ; October 9, 1 case, 1 death ; October 10, 1 
case, 1 death; October 12, 3 cases, 2 deaths; October 15, 1 case, 1 
death ; October 19, 2 cases, 1 death. Total, 9 cases, 7 deaths. 
The native authorities are making every exertion to control the 
sase.
